Washington, May 4.—[Special.]— "It 


will result in the same experience we 
have had In the Philippines," -was a 
remark made by Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska in speaking of what will be the 
outcome if the war with Mexico con- 
tinues. 


The senator went on to explain thai 


the United States government -would 
be obliged to remain in control many 
years in the hope of educating the 
Mexicans up to a higher standard of 
civilization and to right the -wrongs 
that have been inflicted upon the com- 
mon people of that country by the men 
who have ruled them and also to seek 
an adjustment -with those who have 
immense interests in that country and 
have been exploiting it and making 
large fortunes for themselves. 


A Destiny With Trouble. 


"While many people think that it is 


the destiny of this country to control 
all of the American continent to the 
Panama canal there are others who 
see serious consequences in any such 
undertaking. One or the greatest trou- 
bles that would confront the govern- 
ment in settling Mexican affairs would 
be the disposition of die vast tracts of 
land now in single ownership. 


In the Philippines we bought the 


lands and made them public property. 
Possibly 
some 
such 
arrangement 


would have to be brought about in 
Mexico. But whatever is done it will 
mean a long, trying time, when we 
shall be virtually conquerors of a peo- 
ple who do not wane us to rule them. 


Chamberlain Waited. 


Senator Chambeil.un, chairman of 


the committee on military affairs, had 
a sharp disagreement with the mem- 
bers of the rnflitaiy committee of the 
house of representatives over the ap- 
propriation bill for the army. 
Cham- 


berlain, with th& senate behind him, 
added about .?6;000000 or 57,000,000 in 
\\hat was coibideredmecessary appro- 
priations for the! maintenance of the 
army. The house absolutely refused to 
accept these amounts, and the Oregon 
senator simply waited. 


Then came the beginning of hostili- 


ties and the demand of the ^ ar depart- 
ment for the army appropriation bill 
with the increases which the senate 
had made, and the house was obliged 
to accept every one of them. Cham- 
berlain rather chuckled to himself 
about the success of his "waiting" pol- 
icy while the house members did the 
"watchful" part of it. 


"Tears, Idle Tears." 


No man in Washington was more 


disgusted than Senator Root when he 
read in quite a number of morning pa- 
pers that ''tears streamed down the 
cheeks of the New York senator while 
he was speaking." This referred to a 
speech which Senator Root made at a 
lawyers' banquet when' he was mak- 
ing reference to the Mexican situation. 


Now, 
the New Tork senator is not 


given to tears; in fact, he is not an 
emotional man, and to charge him 
with shedding tears copiously while 
speaking to a lot of lawyers, even 
though he was discussing the Mexican 
war, was a little too much. 


Speaking of tears reminds me that 


Jim Ree'd of Missouri shed a few in 
the senate the other day while speak- 
ing on the American flag. "It seemed 
to me," remarked a man who was in 
the gallery at the time, "that Keed felt 
that the flag had not been sprinkled 
'with brine for a long time and so he 
copiously shed tears over it" 


"The Eternal Fitness." 


Looking down from the gallery, a 


number of us s><iw Senator James Ham- 
ilton Lewis of Illinois carefully arraug- 
ing pale pink slips of paper. He would 
take up first one and then another and 
was shuffling them about looking at 
first one and then another. They were 
bits of memoranda—any one could see 
that—but the delicate pink color was 
what interested us, because they seem- 
ed to shade into the whiskers of the 
Illinois senator. He is known to be 
such an exquisite judge of costumes 
and colors that the color scheme on 
his desk and face could not but excite 
comment. I do not know why it is, 
but it is a fact that whiskers on the 
face of a public man; especially if he 
is one of the versatile and flowery kind 
like Senator Lewis, always excite more 
or less comment.
